The bill fram ed to regulate the cold 
storage of foodstuffs in Indiana has 
been placed in the hands of Dr. F rank 
Greenwell, senator from Allen county, 
for introduction. 
H. E. B arnard, state 
food and drug com m issioner, drew up 
the bill and is greatly interested in its 
passage. 
In preparing to draft the bill, Mr. 
B arnard obtained much d ata and a 
great m any suggestions from Dr. H. 
W. W iley, chief chem ist for the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture, United St.it es 
governm ent, and a num ber of Dr. Wi­ 
ley’s ideas were included in the bill. 
Under the law as 
proposed, cold 
storage m atter will be registered and 
Stamped on the date of its going into 
storage, 
so 
th at 
inspectors going 
through the plant m ay know at any 
tim e just when any piece of food was 
placed there. 
A tim e 'lim it, suitable 
to the class of foodstuff, is proposed in 
the bill. Jam es L. K each of this city, 
a commission m erchant, has been re­ 
ported as m aking preparations to fight 
the bill. 
A bank guarantee law conform ing 
to tho plan of som e of those In w est­ 
ern states, has been drafted and has 
th e approval of leading D em ocrats in 
the legislature. 
It provides for the 
assessm ent of the daily deposits of 
state banks to become a guarantee 
fund in the hands of the state. 
A 
state banking board consisting of the 
governor and two state officers is pro­ 
vided for in the bill.

Don Bosco, the founder of the Sale- 
sian order, is believed by his follow­ 
ers to have bad the gift of predict­ 
ing future events, and several of bis 
prophecies are no\v being examined 
by the congregation of rites with a 
view to his beatification. 
A French nun who knew Don Bosco 
in Paris declares that he told her that 
“in the year 1911 cholera would break 
out in the Eternal City and that the 
pope would go to Jerusalem.” 
The beatification proc ess of Don Bos­ 
co has recently been examined by Pius 
X., who was impressed by this pre­ 
diction. 
It is likely that the first part of it 
will come true, since it is probable 
that there will be an outbreak of chol­ 
era in Rome soon. 
The second part 
may also be verified in the following 
fashion: 
In the year 999 Pope Sylvester II. 
was told that his pontificate w'ould 
end “when lie said mass in Jerusalem,” 
and the prophecy was fulfilled four 
years later when the pope died while 
celebrating mass on 
Quadragesima 
Sunday in the Church of Santa Croce 
of Gerusalemme, so called because it 
was built by St. Helena to receive the 
relic of the true cross brought by her 
from Jerusalem. 
This church, which is one of the 
seven patriarchal basilicas of Rome, 
still contains the original subterranean 
chapel erected by St. Helena, the floor 
of which 
w’as strewn 
with earth 
brought by her from Jerusalem. 
In the memoirs of Signor Bondi, ^ho 
was for many years police commis­ 
sioner of the Borgo and consequently 
In close contact with the Vatican, It 
Is stated that Pius X. was on the point 
of leaving the Vatican at the time 
of the Messina earthquake, as he felt 
it was his duty to accomplish a chari­ 
table mission, and it is not impossible 
that In case of a cholera outbreak la 
Rome the pope may leave the Vatican 
and go to venerate the relics in the 
Church of the Holy Cross of Jerusa­ 
lem.

Beveridge’s Resolution Declares 


His Election Invalid. 


UNCLE SAM TOOK 
THAT 


Compromise From Sugar Trust 
Was Accepted. 


BETTER THAN TO FROSECÜTE 


In Accepting the Gugc.r Truct’s Offer 
of Cold Cash Rather Than Prosecute 
the Drawback Cases, the Govern­ 
ment Acted on the Theory cf a Bird 
In the Hand—Lawyer Beck 's Part in 


the Settlement. 


Washington, 
Jan. 
10. — In 
full 
settlement of the drawback cases in 
| which the sugar trust at the port of 
New York defrauded the treasury of 
large sums of money, the United States 
government will accept the compro­ 
mise offer of $700,000. 
The $700,000 
which was first deposited in the Unit­ 
ed States sub-treasury in New York , 
is now in the vaults of the treasury 
here. 
In tak ing up the compromise 
offer the government will assume the 
attitude that it has not sufficient 
grounds for prosecution. 
The sum of 
$700,000 in hard cash has been thought 
better by officials than a suit which 
might not result favorably for the gov­ 
ernm ent. 
The decision to accept the 
$700,000 was reached after a thorough 
Investigation. 
The sugar trust pre­ 
sented for the consideration of the of­ 
ficials a petition setting forth the rea­ 
sons for the compromise offer, signed 
by James 
M. Beck 
and 
Wick ham 
Smith, attorneys for the trust. 
It will 
not be made public. 


Compromise Figures Forced Up. 
According to 
some officials of the 
department, the trust was gradually 
forced up in its compromise figures. 
At first, according to the story, it made 
an offer of $250.000. 
This was not con­ 
sidered here and the ante was raised 
to $500,000, which at the time was said 
to be absolutely the limit. The treas­ 
ury department still refused to accept 
this amount. 
Then the trust agreed to 
swell it td $700.000. 
Consideration of 
the facts by experts ended in the con­ 
clusion to accept rather than try to 
fight. The acceptance of this sum for 
frauds at New York does not affect 
the frauds recently revealed that may 
result in claims by the government at 
New Orleans and San Francisco.

W ashington, Jan. 10.—W ith a con­ 
test between Senators Beveridgê of 
Indiana and Owen of Ok lahoma, both 
o f whom contested for tfip right to 
fire the first gun in the same cause, 
the fight to 
prevent Senator Lorimer 
o f Illinois 
retaining his 
seat in the 
United States senate was opened. 
Senator Beveridge, by virtue of be­ 
ing a member of the committee on 
privileges and elections which investi­ 
gated charges of bribery against Lori­ 
m er gained a tactical victory by filing 
a minority report attack ing the posi­ 
tion of his colleagues on the commit­ 
tee who voted to exonerate the Illinois 
senator. 
Senator Owen, however, introduced 
a resolution to declare the election of 
Senator Lorim er illegal and void, but 
he was not perm itted to address the 
senate in its support. The senate held 
that the resolution, under the rules, 
would have to go over. 
Mr. Beveridge then subm itted his 
report, the conclusion of which was: 
“That this election was invalid under 
any possible view of the law. 
If the 
senate so concludes, it is our duty so 
to declare. 
Therefore I subm it the 
following resolution: 
“Resolved, that W illiam Lorimer 
was not duly and legally elected to a 
seat in the senate of the United States 
by the legislature of the state of Illi­ 
nois.” 
Before the report was filed, Senator 
Lorimer made a brief speech declar­ 
ing his innocence of bribery, and the 
innocence of his friends of any partici­ 
pation in corrupt practices in connec­ 
tion with his election. 
He announced 
his intention to be present during the 
discussion of his case.

Denied the Motion To Prevent

in the U nited S tates d istrict co u rt, 
denied the mo tio n o f the indicted beef 
packers who so u ght, to prev ent the 
go v ernm ent atto rney s fro m pro secu t­ 
ing them u nder the crim inal statu tes, 
alleging th at the d istrict co u rt had no 
ju risdictio n becau se Ju dge Gro sscu p, 
in the U nited S tates circu it co u rt, had 
issu ed an inju nctio n In 1903 re strain ­ 
ing the packers fro m do ing w hat the 
federal law y ers are 
no w try ing to 
pro secu te them fo r. 
Ju dge C arpenter su rprised ev en the 
go v ernm ent’s co u nsel by the sev erity 
o f his ru ling, which was th a t the dis­ 
trict atto rney no t o nly had the right to 
pro ceed against the packers bo th by 
pro secu tio n and by pray er fo r an in­ 
ju nctio n, bu t th at co ngress had direct­ 
ed him to in stitu te bo th pro ceedings 
a t the sam e tim e. 
The decisio n held 
th a t the inju nctio n was a w arning to 
the packers no t to do it again and th at

Believes 
Restricted 
Ownership 
of 


Land Might Lure Country 


Boy Back Home. 


To limit the ownership of 
larg e 
tracts of land by wealthy men as in­ 
v estments is su g g ested as a means of 
tu rning y ou ng men “back 
to the 
farm,” made by Senator E. E. Moore 
of Connersv ille, representing Fay ette, 
Ru sh and Hancock 
cou nties in the 
Upper Hou se, say s the Indianapolis 
Star. 
Senator Moore say s 
he has 
not fu lly decided y et to introdu ce the 
bill to enact su ch a law, bu t after 
thinking it ov er he has come to the 
conclu sion that the trend of y ou ng 
men from the farm mig ht be lessened 
by limiting the nu mber of acres which 
any one person can own. 
Senator Moore su g g ests that su ch 
a law mig ht reserv e farmland to the 
u se of those who actu ally liv e u pon 
and till it. He say s it mig ht be a g ood 
idea to limit the nu mber of acres to 
one section of land (6 40 acres) and 
requ ire those who own in ex cess of 
that amou nt to sell 
their 
su rplu s 
holding within a 
g iv en 
nu mber of 
y ears. 
Senator Moore has been “thinking 
ov er the qu estion 
qu ite a hit,” he 
sav s, bu t he g ot his last “cu e” from 
an assertion made recently by Prof. 
Christie of 
I^u rdu e 
Univ ersity , in 
which the edu cator 
declared that 
g irls are responsible for lu ring y ou ng 
men away from farms to cities. 
On 
this Me*. Moore takes issu e with Prof. 
Christie, say ing the real cau se for 
the city ward mov ement is the fact 
that so many men are not needed on 
the farms now as they cncc were be­ 
cau se of the introdu ction of modern 
machinery . 
“I hav e seen many theories ad­ 
v anced, particu larly since the fig u res 
of the last censu s were annou nced, 
accou nting for the halt in the g rowth 
of ou r farming popu lation,” said Mr. 
Moore. 
’’Some charg e it all to the 
bu siness and professional attractions 
of the city , others to loneliness o r the 
hu mdru m ex istence of cou ntry life; 
and finally , 1 note, that according to 
Proffessor Christie of Pu rdu e Uni­ 
v ersity . the 
g irls 
are 
to 
blame. 
Dou btless some tru th is in all these 
philosophies, bu t so far no one has 
set forth the real and u nderly ing rea­ 
son which I consider the most re­ 
sponsible. 
This 
reason is 
wholly 
economic. 
“The work of farm dev elopment is 
all done now. The farms are cleared, 
fenced and drained and 
permanent 
improv ements 
made. 
Thu s is the 
necessity for mu ch labor dispensed 
with by the present g eneration, en­ 
joy ing the fru its of the indu stry of 
the g eneration past. Bu t that is not 
all. 
Present day farmers hav e ma­ 
chinery and implements that enable 
one man to do the work of many , as 
compared with the primitiv e condi­ 
tions ju st described. 
These faets, and the g reater profit 
attending ag ricu ltu re in recent y ears, 
hav e led to the ‘joining of field u nto 
field’ by the more su ccessfu l, and the 
manu ring of the indu stry of farming 
by a smaller force. 
“Tn short, fewer people are needed 
on the farms. 
Bu siness is bu siness, 
on the farm no less than elsewhere, 
and the workers not needed hav e to 
seek employ ment in other fields. 
“Yet, notwithstanding 
the 
fact 
that the thinming ou t of the ru ral pop­ 
u lation follows as a log ical and per­ 
fectly natu ral sequ ence, the chang ed 
conditions ex plained, I consider it a 
civ ic and sociolog ical misfortu ne. 
“The qu estion then arises, is there 
a remedy ? 
I hav e 
thou g ht 
mu ch 
alomg this line, and am try ing to fig ­ 
u re if it wou ld not be a g ood thing 
for the General Assembly to pass a 
law prev enting 
land 
ownership by 
wealthy men simply as inv estments. 
In this way the land mig ht be reserv ­ 
ed to men who actu ally liv e u pon and 


till it. The terms of su ch a law mig ht 


requ ire merely that no one person, 
firm or corporation be allowed to ac­ 
qu ire or own more than a certain 
nu mber of acres of ag ricu ltu ral land 
in the State, and those already own­ 
ing more than su ch stated max imu m 
be requ ired within a fix ed term of 
y ears to sell their su rplu s holding s. 
A section of land mig ht be an ap­ 
propriate max imu m. 
“I hav e not y et decided to intro­ 
du ce su ch a bill, bu t I think the su b­ 
ject well worth considering . 
Su ch a 
law in time wou ld u ndou btedly re- 
people the cou ntry districts, re-es­ 
tablish ou r fast disappearing district 
schools and infu se new life into the 
dy ing crossroads 
cou ntry 
chu rch, 
which in the past has filled so im­ 
portant a mission.”
